The Northern Pacific Railroad. 


The Engineering and Mining Journal of New 
York has an excelient article on the Pacific 
Railroad, from which we clip the subjoined 
paragraphs : 

“The enterprise is in. the hands of men 
who are universally considered to be at once 
intellectually able to manage such vast 
affairs, and morally worthy to be entrusted 
with them. The advantages of the route 
chosew bave been eoumerated by asim @ fort 
mer article. Every reader in the country has 
learned by virtue of the mysterious ‘isuther- 
mals,’ the climate. of this northern belt is 
milder than that of. regions further south ; 
that Minnesota is the Mecca of consumptives, 
haviog the temperature of New Yurk witbout 
its dampness and chill; aad that trom Min- 
nesota westward the seasons grow steadily 
milder, moditied by the warm wiods from the 
Pacific and other influences, so that Dakotah 
has the climate of Iowa, with a drier aod 
more invigorating ait; Montana that of Obio, 
without its winter discomfort nud chadge- 
ableness; while Wasbingtoa aaa Uregon, on 
the Pacilic coast, have the ciimate of south- 
ern Virginia, 
summer nights. 

It is sufficiently well known, moreover, 
that the road is iu progress of vigerous con- 
struction ; several thousand men having beea 
eaployed since July, 1870. At. this time the 
grading ts nearly fiuished for 266 miles from 
Lake Superior to the eastern border of Da- 
kota ; trains are runniug over 125 miles ot 
completed track; the Mississippi river is 
bridged at Brainerd and once more joined to 
the lakes by rail, and trackplaying is Papidly 
progressing westward. By September next, 
traing will rom to the Ked river, and the 
gruding will probably be far advanced toward 
the Great Beud of the Missousi river in Cear 
tral Dakotah. In the meantime, work has 
been commenced the present season on the 
Pacitic-coaat; a force of men is already em- 
ployed in the valley of, the Columbia river, 
and bhereafier the work of construction will 
be pushed both eastward and westward to» 
ward the centre with such rapidity as the 
best interests of the road may justily. * *#

will run this season, to Duluth, the commer- 
cial centre which was recentiy the but of 
jokers, but is now a fact‘of vigorous activity 
aud growth.

Arab séat fu chargé of tet and stores for Dr. 
Livingstone, and who arrived at Ujiji, on the 
aeons of Lake | ron “ dis letter 
Stated that on Oth of November the 
writer bad sha ted'by a messenger Phos 
the people of Menama (ur Manyems), with 
letters from Arabs staying there, and one 
from “the Doctor," the: letters being d ted 
October 15. In answer to the writer’s inquiries 
the messengers bud told bim that the Doctor 
was well, although he bad been. suffering, 
and that he was atthe town of Manakoso, 
with Mobammed bin Gharib, waiting for the 
caravans, being himself without means, and 
with téw followers, only eight men, so that 
he could not move elsewhere or come down 
(to Uj ji.) Sherif further stated thar be had 
sent off to the Doctor twelve of his men, with 
a quantity of goods, shoes, quinive, ammu- 
nition, and so forth; all stores io fact, of 
which be was in need, and that he intended 
himself remaining at Ujijitoawait the Doctor's 
orders. Avorher letier, written by Said bin 
Majid from Ujiji to a trader at Zanzibar, gave 
a very favorabie accouns of the state of the 
country, and said that letters had come from 
the Arab traders at Mevama, stating that 
“the Chris ain’’ was in. their Company, 
and that the Menama’ caravan in 
unmled returning to Ujiji’ in April, 1871. 
He also confirmad Sherif’s statement that 
goods and men were sent faom Ujiji to Liv- 
ingstone. The chairman commented at some 
length on these interesting letters, reducing 
the Mabomedan dates to those of our calender 
and showing how Livingstone had. been 
carrying out his pre-arranged plans of ex- 
ploration, For example, he bad written in 
May, 1869, stating his intention of visiting 
the country of Manyema, which he described 
as on the borders ct a lake wést of Tangan- 
yika, and expressing his doubts whether that 
more westerly line of drainage, with izs 
rivers and lukes might not be the bead waters 
of the Congo, Nothing regarding the Doct- 
or’s discoveries or future pians had been 
communicated fa these letters. It was there. 
fore almost useless to speculate concerning 
them. The chairman, however, was inclined 
to believe from his knowledge of Living 
stone’s character that ifhe bad not already 
satirfied himself regarding the uniou of Lake 
Tanganyika with Baker's Lake to the north 
and the Nile-system, he would, now that he 
was replenished with men and stores, make 
an atrempt to solve that problem before turn. 
ing his face homewards. Colonel Grant gave 
some account of his own experiences of the 
country when travelling with Captain Speke, 
and maintained that oothing had yet been 
discoveaed to disprove the title of Victoria 
Nyanza to the position of the most elevated, 
and therefore the principal, head of the Nile 
waters.

. Visit to Archbishop Darboy. 


Minister Washburn has'sent to the Secre- 
tary of State an account of his intervention 
in behalf of Archbishop Darboy of Paris, 
who was held in close imprisonment by the 
ommune, and from. his letter as published 
we extract this portiun: ’ 

In company with my private secretary, Mr. 
McKean, d Ahem west tothe Musas prison, 
where | wis admitted without difficulty. 
I must say 1 was deeply touched, at the ape 
pearance of this veserable man, with bis 
sender person, his form somewhat beat, his 
long beard—for be has not been shaved ap- 
parently since his imprisonment—hbis. face 
baggad with ill-health; all. could not have 
fuiled to move the most indifferent. 1 told 
him t had taken great pleasure at the instance 
of bis frieads in. fatervening ‘in his beba.f; 
and while [ coutd not promiée myseif the 
pleasure of seeing him released, I was very 
glad to be able to visit him to ascertain his 


whioh he found himself... He ttanked me 
most heartily and curdially tor the disposi- 
tion I bad manifested towards him. | was 
charmed by his ¢heerfal spirit and interest- 
ing conversation. He seemed to appreciate 
bis critical situation, and to be prepared for 
the worst. He had no words of bitterness or 
reproach for his persecutors, but on the other 
baod, remarked that the world jadged them 
ta'be worse than they really were. He was 
patiently waiting the logic of events, and 
praying that-Providence might find a solution 
to. these terrible troubles without the further 
shetding of huthan blood. ' He is confined in 
a cell about six feet by ten, possibly a little 
larger, whicti has the ordinary furniture ot 
the Mazas prison—a wooden chair, a small 
wooden ‘tablé, a prison bed. The cell is 
lighted by one small window, .. As a political 
prisoner he is permitted to hare his food 
brought to him trom outside the prison, and 
in answer to my suggestion that.l should be 
glad to send bim anything he might desire, or 
turnish him with aoy money be might want, 
be said he was not iu neea atpresent. I was 
the first man he bad seen from the outside 
since his imprisonment, and he bad not been 
permitted to see the newspapers or to have 
any intelligence of passing events. I shall 
make application to the preféct of police to 
be allowed to send him newspapers and other 
reading matter, and shail also ayail myself 
of the permission granted me to visit him, to 
the end that I may affurd him any assistance 
in my power... I cannot conceal from myself, 
however, the great danger be is in, and I 
sincerely hope that I may be instrumental in 
saving him from the tate which seems to 
threaiea him.
